Response to Amendment 

Applicant's response to amendment filed on 03/16/09 is acknowledged. It is 
noted that the claims 12-18 and 20-24 are pending in the application and claims 1-11 
and 19 have been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12-18 and 20-24 are allowed over the prior arts of the recoding in the 
application. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance : 
As independent to claim 12 and 23 are allowed over the prior art of record, taken 
alone or in combination, fails discloses or render obvious a method and a device for 
calibrating a camera-laser-unit with respect to at least one calibration-object disposed at 
a given position and orientation in three-dimensional space comprising all the specific 
elements with the specific combination including of d) calibrating the camera in three- 
dimensional space using the results of steps b) and c): e) activating the laser to emit 
light visible on the at least two planes of the calibration-obiect: f) recording the light on 
the two planes with the camera: g) determining the laser-properties from the light 
recorded by the camera: h) determining a location of the laser relative to the camera: 
and i) calibrating the laser in three-dimensional space using the results of steps d) and 
h)to the in combination with rest of the limitation of independent claims 12 and 23.
